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BLANCO PREPARES FOR KUWAIT TONIGHT

ustralia’s Sydney 2000 Olympics team 

tonight (Tuesday) plays the second 

match of its 12 England training camp 
— against Kuwait’s Olympic side. 

The Australian Olympic coach Raul Blanco last 
night spoke to ABSW from his Hotel near Watford 
just outside of London, 

He said: “We are very keen to meet Kuwait 
here, “The Kuwaitis will guarantee us a very tough 
battle as it will be their final preparation game 
before they play their last Asian qualifiers for the 
Sydney Olympics. 

“Kuwait has to meet Saudi Arabia and Qatar 
and beat them both to be able to get to Sydney 
next year. 

“So you can imagine the very high importance 
the Kuwaitis will be giving this match against 
Australia, 

“The Kuwait Olympic team has already arrived 
in London and are really geared up to face us.” 

Australia plays Kuwait this afternoon (Tuesday) 
London time-(midnight AEST) at the 
Borehamwood Stadium near Watford which is 
home ground of a non-league team. 

After carefully inspecting the pitch for tonight's 
match, Blanco had nothing but high praise for it as 
it was ever-so-well grassed and manicured. 

However Blanco emphatically refused to be 
drawn into making any comments regarding Harry 
Kewell’s once-again failure to turn up for an 


contact from him at all. I wish not to make any 
remarks on this subject in what has now become 
something like a soap opera, in ‘he said this’ and 
“we said that’.” 

However, Blanco did confirm that West Ham's 
talented Chris Coyne amazingly did attend the 
Australian camp despite still recovering from a 
knee injury. 

“The spirit in our training camp here is very 
high. The players’ attitudes have been nothing 
short of excellent. Every single player wants to 
play and do very well for Australia. 

“Byery squad member has exhibited great pride 
in his daily training sessions which has pleased 
me, 

“Each single player fully comprehends that 
come the Sydney Olympics, only a final squad of 
18 will be selected. 

“So you can imagine the extremely keen atti- 
tude and input I’m being given by all of them. 
They all very well understand the very hard job 
that lies ahead of them.” 

When questioned about who were some of 
Australia's stars in the match against 
Southampton, Blanco refused to single out anyone. 

“T will however tell you that the English media 
here rated highly the performances of Hayden 
Foxe, Nick Rizzo, Lucas Neil and Billy Damianos. 

“T was very concerned only by Australia’s effi- 
ciency and fluency as a unit. 

“It was 1-1 at the break and it was not an easy 
game, but Australia grew in confidence as the 
match went into the second half. 


On a much lighter note however which forced 
Blanco into small mirth, he stated: “I can’t believe 
the absolutely marvellous weather we've experi- 
enced since our arrival in England, It’s been just 
so fantastic. 

“Getting a sun tan in London seemed to me to 
be a mission impossible. 

“Yet we've had temperatures around the 25 to 
27 degree mark almost daily.” 

Having worked the squad so strenuously since 
the camp commenced early last week, Blanco 
treated his Olympic squad by taking them to see 
England thrash Luxemberg 6-0 last weekend. 

“It was a solid performance by the England 
team, despite the opposition,” Blanco said. 

“But people like Alan Shearer showed real 
class.” 

Following the 1-4 thrashing Australia’s 
Olympic team dished out to Southampton last 
week, Blanco is prepared to line up a now highly 
confident Australia with an adventurous 5-2-3 for- 
mation to push his side to the very edge.

Australia’s best supp onBd idan 
will finally have home of its own 


lhe much awaited news on the con- 

struction of a purpose-built stadium 

for Western Australia sports fans 
has finally arrived. 

The WA State Government has selected 
three applicants from an initial seven to pre- 
pare a detailed proposal to build a soccer and 
rugby stadium together with a Perth 
Convention and Exhibition Centre (PCEC). 

When that magical day arrives, Perth will 
get to see how popular the world game really 
can be in the west. “I’m certain the news 
from the Tourism Minister Norman Moore 
will be well received by both the soccer and 
rugby fraternity and similarly by the broader 
community in general,” said Glory deputy 
chairman Paul Afkos. 

“Both sports are growing at a good rate 
and the stadium will further enhance that 
growth as well as bring the two sports closer 
to the international arena,” he said. 

It is believed the stadium will also accom- 
modate other sports such as lacrosse and 
baseball. 

The minimum mandatory requirements for 
the PCEC are; a 2,500-seat meeting area, a 
separate 2,500-person banquet facility, 12 to 
14 break-out rooms with a total capacity of 
2,500 people, 20,000 square metres of exhi- 
bition space, a minimum of 600 car parking 
bays, a stand-alone theatre and a central city 
soccer/rugby stadium, 

According to a report by independent con- 
sultants, the PCEC is projected to inject $2.2 
billion into the Western Australian economy 
inits first 10 years. 

The short-listed applicants are Leighton 
Contractors Pty Ltd, Multiplex Consortium 
and Nexus Consortium. Each applicant has 
indicated that the PCEC will be operational 
in the first half of 2002, while Perth Glory 
deputy chairman Paul Afkos has announced 
the stadium could be ready by mid-2001. 


Perth Glory will be involved in the design 
of the complex, which Afkos indicates will 
be spectator friendly and with a particular 
emphasis on the family. 

The Government was offering an extra

incentive of up to $10 million and Crown 
land for the successful applicant to build the 
stadium as part of the project. This could 
mean a saving of at least $30 million. 


It was estimated that it would cost the 
State Government at least $40 million to 
build the stand-alone stadium. 

Mr Moore said each of the seven appli- 
cants had shown they could have provided a 
high quality convention and exhibition facili- 
ty for Perth. 

Cabinet had decided to incorporate a 
19,000-seat stadium into the PCEC project 
because there were synergies that would 
result in significant savings for the State. 

The 19,000-seat stadium was regarded as a 
first stage, with provisions to expand its 
capacity to 30,000 seats. 

Cabinet has also endorsed an expert 
panel’s assessment of the opportunities and 
constraints of three preferred Crown land 
sites in the city. 

The Northbridge site, which was adjacent 
to Wellington Street, west of the horseshoe 
bridge to the Freeway, and the Mounts by 
Road but port and car park site, were both 
preferred over the Perth Concert Hall fore- 
court/Riverside Drive car park site. 

Afkos believes Perth Glory will be the 
head tenant of the stadium and will encour- 
age the formation of a management commit- 
tee. 
“It’s our vision the multi-purpose stadium 
will encourage visits from our Asian neigh- 
bours,” said Afkos who also believed partici- 
pating countries in the 2002 Korea and Japan 
soccer World Cup could pay a visit during 
their preparations for the tournament.

suburban soccer team from north- 

western Sydney has produced one 

of Australian soccer’s greatest 
international achievements by reaching 
the final of a prestigious youth 
tournament in Europe. 

The Gladesville Hornsby Association 
Soccer Club went all the way to the ultimate 
match in the Gothia World Youth Cup in 
Sweden’s Gothenburg, 

The Gothia Cup is the largest youth 
soccer tournament in the world and this year 
attracted 1250 teams from 65 countries. 

Gladesville Hornsby competed in the 
Under-16 boys division which boasted 117 
teams including England’s Liverpool FC, 
French club Bordeaux and Romania's 
Steaua Bucharest. 

The Gothia Cup celebrated its 25th 
anniversary and the tournament is so highly 
regarded in Europe that Italy’s Lazio played 
a pre-season friendly match in its honour. 

To reach the final, Gladesville Hornsby 
had to play an amazing nine matches in five 
days on three different surfaces against 
teams from seven countries, 

Australia’s sole representatives were 

- drawn in Group 14 and they won their 
matches 7-0, 5-3 and 5-0 (see panel). 

The knockout phase began with a tough 
1-0 victory in torrential rain, which 
waterlogged all the fields, 

Consequently, Gladesvile Homsby had to 
play their next two matches on a red ash 
surface, which is similar to a clay tennis 
court. 

Despite never previously playing on such 
a surface, the Australians won 6-0 and 1-0. 
This last match against Barcelona team CE 


Europa was Gladesville Hornsby’s second 
most difficult of the tournament, 

Gladesville Hornsby coach John Curran 
said he had never seen such a rough junior 
match, 

“They were a very good side,” he said. 
“But unfortunately they wanted to mix it 
rather than play. The game had to be 
stopped twice and they had a player sent 
off.” 

The 2-1 quarter-final triumph over 
Scotland’s Ayr United was played on 
synthetic grass which the Australians also 
had never played on. 

‘The penultimate match was staged on the 
same day and it ended up being a hard- 
fought 1-0 win over the Dallas Texans. 

“Winning the semi-final was like winning 
the grand final,” assistant coach Bryan 
Cokely said. 

Unfortunately, Gladesville Hornsby were 


the final to Bolivia's famed Tahuichi soccer 
academy 3-0. 

The final was played on a Saturday 
afternoon in front of a crowd of about 
10,000 at the Ullevi Stadium, which is the 
home ground of Swedish First Division side 
IFK Gothenburg. 

‘Two nights earlier, Lazio had played IFK 
at the same stadium and two days before 
that, Tottenham Hotspurs had taken on a 
Swedish select team. 

Both matches were played in front of 
capacity 40,000 crowds. 

The Tahuichi Academy is one of South 
America’s most famous soccer nurseries, 

At the recent Copa America — which is 
South America’s equivalent to the European 
Championship — half the Bolivian squad 
were Tahuichi graduates. 

Tahuichi have won 55 major international 
youth tournaments during its 20-year

The three-week trip of a life-time was the 
culmination of months of fundraising and 
organising, 

Players and officials raised $78,000 
through dinner dances, auctions, golf days, 
coaching clinics, sponsorship, trivia nights 
raffle tickets and chocolate drives. 

The money paid for accommodation, 
meals and travel. 

“We are a good team without outstanding 
individuals,” coach Curran said. “We had to 
work hard for all our results, The experience 
of playing overseas for the boys was 
invaluable.”

Slacks Creek 0 Capalaba 2 


By Glen Davi 


ochedale Rovers will have to 

carry the scars of a 3-nil 

major semi-final defeat by the 
Gold Coast Gamblers if they are to 
achieve their dream of the 
Queensland Premier League double. 

Just one week since celebrating their 
first premiership title, Rochedale 
crashed badly in the premier league 
major semi at Perry Park and will need 
a sharp turnaround to win the grand 
final. 

The Gold Coast showed why they 
were runners up in the premiership with 
a convincing display, which Rochedale 
had no answer for. 

Rochedale, missing coach Peter 
Bannon who was at Coffs Harbour for 
his daughter’s wedding, lacked imagi- 
nation and rarely tested the Gold Coast 
who produced a copybook display. 

The Gold Coast, who shrugged off 


financial problems mid-season, proved 
just why they are the league’s current 
form team spearheaded up front by ace 
striker Peter Dwyer. 

Dwyer was at his clinical best notch- 
ing up a double with his deadly left 
foot. 

In contrast Rochedale’s gun striker 
Matt Olley was kept quiet by a ruthless 
Gold Coast defence who won the semi- 
final battle but are still yet to win the 
grand final war, 

The Gamblers let Rochedale know 
they meant business from the opening 
whistle with some torrid tackling in true 
semi-final spirit. 

Their early keenness had Rochedale 
on the backfoot from the start with 
goalkeeper Todd Rumble having to pull 
off a fingertip save off a Dwyer header 
inside the opening few minutes. 

Shortly after Dwyer side footed a 
corer from Adam Evans into Rumble’s 
arms from close range before striker 
Troy Greenwood let fly with a powerful 
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Gamblers knock off minor premiers 


strike over the crossbar from inside the 
box. 

The Gold Coast midfield slowly 
overpowered Rochedale in the engine 
room with skipper Eddie Lees and 
diminutive Mark Bennett standing tall 
to help lay the platform for the Gold 
Coast's victory. 

It took the Gold Coast 40 minutes to 
break the deadlock after midfielder 
Michael Richardson crossed perfectly 
to the far post where Dwyer nodded 
down for Greenwood to blast home 
from close range. 

Dwyer could have sent the Gamblers 
into the half time break with a 2-nil lead 
but a powerful left foot volley off an 
Evans cross sailed straight into 
Rumble’s arms from the edge of the 
box without the keeper having to move. 

The Gold Coast picked up after the 
break where they left off attacking 
relentlessly from the whistle. 

It took just five minutes for the 
Gamblers to notch up their second with 
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the first of Dwyer’s double. 

Again Richardson started the move 
down the right flank crossing into the 
box for Greenwood who, while closely 
marked, dummied for Dwyer to drill 
home at the farpost, 

Rochedale tried desperately to 
counter with all their replacements 
brought on at different stages in the sec- 
ond half in a bid to stem the tide and 
inject some much needed spark. 

However, six minutes from time 
Rochedale were punished for pressing 
forward in attack. 

Lees summed up the situation per- 
fectly in his own half sending a long 
ball to Dwyer down the right touchline, 

Dwyer ran several metres and with 
little opposition cut inside to the box 
where he snapped a lethal left footer 
next to the upright which gave keeper 
Rumble no chance of stopping.

Coach states staleness for decision

League knockout semi-final was not 

Brisbane Lions’ 1-nil loss to Brisbane City, 
but the pre-match decision from Lions’ coach 
Miron Bleiberg to retire. 

Bleiberg, one of Lions’ longest serving coaches 
after nearly five seasons at the helm, addressed his 
players before kick-off telling them it could be his last 
game with the club. 

Unfortunately his players couldn’t deliver a win, 
going down in sudden death extra time following a 
cracking 18 metre volley from Brisbane City midfield- 
er Mark Jenkins, 

Bleiberg cited staleness in the local league for his 
decision to quit. 

“It’s a mixture of things but I’ve lost a lot of enthu- 
siasm and Ive become bored,” he said. 

“I would have retired even if we made it to the 
grand final. 

“T thought it was best to retire now to be fair to 
Lions so they can get a new broom.” 

Bleiberg coached Melbourne Croatia and 
Heidelberg in the national league before moving to 
Brisbane in 1990 where he became arguably one of 
the State’s most successful coaches. 

After a brief stint with Brisbane City, Bleiberg 
coached Brisbane United for two seasons in the 
national league before Bruce Stowell replaced him 
when the new Brisbane Strikers administration took 
over. 

Bleiberg returned to the XXXX league winning the 
premiership-grand final double with North Star in 
1994 before joining Brisbane Lions the following sea- 
son, 

Under Bleiberg, Brisbane Lions lost the elimination 
final in 1995 before winning the coveted double in 
1996. 

The following year in 1997, Brisbane Lions were

again semi finalists but again bowed out in the knock- 
‘out semis. 

Bleiberg, who has been widely criticised over the 
years for his selection methods, again had the last 
laugh on his detractors last season by taking Lions to 
grand final honours. 

Bleiberg, a winner of three Grand Finals in 
Brisbane, two with Lions and one with North Star, is 
keen to stay within the game, possibly at administra- 
tion level if asked by his club or he may seek a junior 
development role if one becomes available. 

Although disappointed Brisbane Lions lost to arch 
rival Brisbane City, Bleiberg is tipping Gold Coast to 
win the grand final. 

“Tt-was not a great game from either side today as it 
was very hot,” he said. 

“Sudden death is a lottery but we shouldn’t have let 
ourselves get to that stage. 

“Brisbane City deserve all the accolades but overall 
I don’t think they're good enough to get through to the 
grand final.” 

The knockout semi offered little as a spectacle and 
put to sleep several supporters such was the boredom 
of the game. 

If there was a positive it came from City coach 
Bobby Hamilton who has worked wonders getting his 
side through to the preliminary final stage after losing 
eight players from last year's premiership winning 
side. 

“Ant to make matters worse we had Damien 
Waugh and Royce Brownlie suspended,” he said. 

“We could easily have lost but there's plenty of 
spirit in this side and anything can happen in finals.” 

Hamilton dearly would love to reach the grand final 
but his biggest fear was realised when the Gold Coast 
downed Rochedale in the other semi. 

“Of those two clubs I'd rather had played Gold 
Coast next as we've beaten them,” he said.

ngland captain Alan Shearer 
Bice’ to turn his back on 

the national team before the 
1998 World Cup in France, accord- 
ing to former Football Association 
boss Graham Kelly, 

Kelly alleged national manager 
Glenn Hoddle, fired after the World 
Cup, also made clear he was prepared 
to follow the Newcastle United striker 
out of the door if Shearer was charged 
over a bad tackle in a premier league 
match. 

“I found it quite staggering. And, 
frankly, it was childish behaviour for 
the England captain to threaten to give 
up the job of captaining his country,” 
he added, 

“It lacked the maturity I had come to 
expect from him.” 

Kelly, who lost his job over a cash- 
for-votes furore surrounding England's 
2006 World Cup bid, made the claims 
in the first instalment of his book 
“Sweet FA” which the Sun newspaper 
began to serialise last Wednesday, 

There was no immediate response 
from either Shearer or Hoddle. 

Kelly said Shearer, capped 52 times 
by England and scorer of 30 interna- 
tional goals, had made his threat in 
April 1998 when a FA disciplinary 
committee was investigating him. 

Shearer had been accused of inten- 
tionally kicking Leicester City’s Neil 
Lennon in the face after being fouled in 
a premier league match at Filbert 
Street that month. 

The final verdict was “not proven”, but 
Kelly revealed Shearer and Hoddle tried 
to persuade the FA to drop the charges.

“If I don’t have the trust of my 
employers, I will not go to France and 
will consider leaving Newcastle and 
English football as well,” Kelly quoted 
Shearer as saying to him in a telephone 
conversation. 

Kelly said Hoddle backed Shearer 
and told him in May, the month before 
the World Cup kicked off, that his cap- 
tain was serious about his threat to quit 
the squad. 

“Glenn asked me whether I had spo- 
ken to Alan Shearer because the player 
was determined he would not go to 
France if he was charged,” Kelly wrote. 

“He then followed up with a double 
whammy as he went on to say: ‘If that 
happens, I will have to consider my 


Kelly questioned Shearer’s inspira- 
tional abilities when things are not 
going well for the team and said he was 
not convinced that a side should be led 
by a striker. 

“Shearer is a good captain when 
things are going well but if he is not 
getting the service you can tell from his 
body language that he is not the most 
inspirational player to lead a side,” 
wrote Kelly. 

The comments added to a troubled 
season for the England captain, whose 
club have taken only one point from six 
matches. 

Shearer did not see eye to eye with 
Ruud Gullit, who resigned as manager 
of Newcastle last week, and has been 
heavily criticised for his lacklustre per- 
formances for club and country since 
ankle surgery at the start of last season,

President causes uproar 


tletico Madrid president 

Jesus Gil was at the centre 

of yet another controversy 
last Wednesday after he called the 
board and players of Real Sociedad 
“liars and cowards”. 

Gil made his comments at one of 
his regular press conferences last 
Tuesday, and they were widely 
reported by the Spanish media. 

Relations soured between the two 
clubs following August 28’s volatile 
league match in San Sebastian which 
the Basque club won 4-1, 

Real Sociedad officials have said 
they will not attend games at Atletico 
Madrid or collaborate with Atletico 
in discussions within the Pro- 
fessional Football League — the 
grouping of Spanish first division 
clubs — or with the Spanish football 
federation (RFEF), 

The Real Sociedad decision came 


as a result of Atletico’s anger over a 
large banner bearing the words 
“Atletico Madrid, Gil, Bastion, 
Murderers” which Real fans had left 
hanging from a stand during the 
match. 

The banner referred to the killing 
of a Real Sociedad supporter Aitor 
Zabaleta outside Atletico’s Vicente 
Calderon stadium prior to last sea- 
son’s UEFA Cup match between the 
two clubs. 

Bastion is a right-wing Atletico 
supporters’ group which has been 
widely blamed for Zabaleta’s killing 
although nobody has ever been con- 
victed. 

Atletico officials protested that the 
banner should have been removed by 
the host club. 

Real Sociedad president Luis 
Uranga responded by saying he had 
not seen the banner. 


Uranga added he was “fed up with 
Atletico”. 

The Atletico president said that the 
breakdown in relations did not con- 
cern him. 

“We haven't had any relations with 
such lying, cynical people for a long 
time anyway,” he said. 

An RFEF spokesman said they had 
no plans at present to penalise Real 
Sociedad or Jesus Gil for bringing the 
game into disrepute despite the outra- 
geous langilage used. 

In the stormy encounter, Atletico’s 
Argentine defender Jose Antonio 
Chamot was sent off for punching 
Real midfielder Francisco de Pedro in 
the head after the Spanish interna- 
tional had caught him with a late 
tackle.

Tt was one-way traffic at this stage 
and Steve McManaman made it 5-0 a 
minute before the interval, when the 
Real Madrid winger headed home 
David Batty’s cross at the near post, * 

England continued to dominate after 
the break, but were prevented from 
adding to their tally by some fine saves 
from Philippe Felgen as well as the 
woodwork, with Michael Owen sending 
a glancing header against the post in the 


74th minute just 12 minutes after his 
introduction, 

Felgen almost sliced a clearance into 
his goal after 67 minutes, while Steve 
McManaman twice missed gilt-edged 
chances to complete his hat-trick. 

The sixth goal finally came in the 
final minute with Owen confirming his 
return to fitness with a searing 25-yard 
curling shot into the top corner. 

As he talked to reporters in the tunnel 
after England’s victory the Alan 
Shearer launched a broadside at those 
who had questioned his goalscoring 
powers and attitude.

ston Villa’s impressive 

start to the Premiership 

season is under threat 
from a fast deteriorating relation- 
ship between manager John 
Gregory and his chairman Doug 
Ellis. 

Gregory’s dissatisfaction with 
what he sees as unnecessary and 
harmful meddling from his chair- 
man is such that he would even be 
ready to walk away from the club if 
he received a tempting offer from 
elsewhere. 

Predictably, Gregory — on a 
£500,000-a-year ($1.25m) four-year 
contract — was keeping a low pro- 
file last week, 

But a source close to the 45-year- 
old said: “John is becoming more 
frustrated at what is happening at 
Villa Park. 

“He loves the Villa fans and 
wants them to know it’s nothing to 
do with them, But he is not happy at 
the moment, far from it.” 

Gregory began this season as the 
Premiership’s second favourite with 
bookmakers for the sack but has put 
the disappointment of last term’s 
end-of-season slump behind him to 
lead his side to the higher reaches of 
the Premiership once more. 


Tt was his side’s 1-0 win at St 
James’ Park on the opening day of 
the season that exacerbated Ruud 
Gullit’s troubles in the North East 
and Villa have since built on that 
with victories over Everton, 
Watford and Middlesbrough. 

Gregory failed to appear for the 
Press conference after his team’s 
1-0 win over Middlesbrough on 
August 28 and it later emerged that 
he had a heated exchange with Ellis. 

Gregory was upset to hear his 
chairman talking only of the fact 
that only 28,000 had turned up for 


controversial chairmen in the 
British game is beginning to show. 

Gregory appreciates that Ellis has 
backed him to the hilt in the transfer 
market in letting him spend a gross 
£37 million ($92m) on players in 
his 17 months in charge at the club.

Nobody could 
accuse this club of not thinking 
big.” 

Gregory is not the first Villa man- 
ager to come in to conflict with 
Ellis, the Midlands businessman 
known as “Deadly”. 

Ellis and Ron Atkinson, for 
example, traded blows through the 
pages of their respective autobiogra- 
phies only last year. 

But Gregory is different as he is 
the first for some time to come close 
to bringing Ellis what he so dearly 
wants for his club, continued suc- 
cess. 

For him to consider walking away 
from Villa would be a mortal blow 
to those in Birmingham who have 
waited since the European Cup win 
of 1982 for tangible success. 

Buck Chinn, chairman of the 
Villa Shareholders’ Association, 
said last week: “John Gregory is a 
big favourite at this club and we are 
100 per cent behind him. Who can 
we possibly get at Villa if he goes? 

“There will be mass dissatisfac- 
tion if John goes and I know 
because I will be starting it.” 

To add to the feeling of discontent 
at Villa Park, midfielder Mark 
Draper is considering asking for a 
move because of a lack of first-team 
football. 

Draper, 28, has made just one 
substitute appearance so far this sea- 
son and would give consideration to 
any bids that were made for him.

undee manager Jocky Scott said last 

Wednesday that many of the lower clubs 

in the Scottish Premier League wish 
Rangers and Celtic to be expelled because they 
are too dominating and have monopolised the 
funds and the fan base from the rest of the 
league. 

Scott said that the gap between the league's top 
two teams and remaining eight clubs has become 
so wide that is has hurt competition. 

One proposal made by Scott was that the two 
sides join the English Premier League — easily a 
more competitive league top to bottom than 
Scotland's top flight. 

The huge budgets available to Rangers and 
Celtic have given the clubs a much greater spend- 
ing power to buy top talent and has essentially 
made the run for the Scottish title a two-team race. 


After just five matches into the new season, 
Rangers — holders for 10 out of the last 11 sea- 
sons — are already seven points ahead of third- 
place Dundee United. 

Scott also complained about supporter numbers. 
With both Rangers and Celtic entertaining more 
than 50,000 fans per match, not much of a base is 
left for the eight remaining teams. Dundee officials 
said they are lucky if 4,500 show up for home 
matches. 

‘The league expects an upset result every once in 
a while, but from week to week, the rift between 
the top and the bottom of the Scottish table leaves 
the managers of lesser clubs fighting for finances 
and fans. : 

Scott said he imagines other managers agree 
with him, though realises a move to expel Rangers 
and Celtic would probably never come to fruition.
